It is а singular fact that the 
attempt to assassinate King Alfonso 
in Paris last year occurred on 
Мау 3lst. 

The crowd that concentrated at 
the scene of the outrage was so 
great that the authorities and mem 
bers of the Red Cross had extreme 
lifficulty in extricating the bodies 
the dead and caring for the wounded. 

The publi generally jumped 
quickly to the conclusion that the 


outrage was committed by foreigners.

THE BEST MOTHERS. 

A writer on family life remarks that the 
best mothers generally miss a great deal of 
happiness. There is some truth in the | 
cbservation, for most of us are familiar | 
with the type of mother who spends her, 
cnergies unstintingly in ministering to the | 
nover-ending requirements of husband and 
children. Late and early she is for ever 
putting this or that to rights, “sorting” 
here or there, and alas, always too busy | 
to bother about her own needs. The 
children learn that Mother “can't spare 
time” to play or listen to their confidences, 
And Mother— well, she “ can’t stand things” 
«uite so well as she used to, her stock of 
“staying power’’ is not inexhaustible.

Trips by Tram & Motor 'Bus.

If you cannot at present make the trips described 


you may be able to do so at some other time, 


V.—To Uxbridge and 
Denham, 


I take the motor-bus to Shepherd’s 
Bush, travelling vid Oxford Street, 
Bayswater Road, High Street, Not- 
ting Hill, Holland Park Avenue, and 
at Shepherd’s Bush 1 find the electric 
tram tor Uxbridge waiting. 

Shepherd's Bush, not very long 
ago, was an old village built- about 
the triangular Common, which is 
now little. more than a boys' play- 
ground, has undergone а rapid 
change of recent years, ana there is 
only a trace here and there of its 
former villigedom. 

With its Tube Station and its 
electric-car terminus it is a big 
centre of traffic, and yet the “ Bush” 
gives just the suggestive charac- 
teristic mote to the point at which 


the Lendoner can start on his jour- | 


ney by many pleasant ways to the 
great greén beyond. > 


We are in the Uxbridge Road 
directly we have started, and here, 
again, the middle-aged traveller 18 


at once struck by the changes which 
the Harlequin wand of Progress has 


effected. in a comparatively short 
space oi iime. 

For Uxbridge Road until . the 
electric trams came still remained 
villadom. 

Soon after leaving —Shepherd's 


Bush we pass the spot where once 
stood the pretty country house that 
Charles Reade, the famous novelist, 
loved so much that when it was 
required for an improvement scheme 
he raged for weeks in the columns of 
the daily Press about the infamy of 
taking from a man the dwelling 
place that was dear to him. He 
called his cottage '' Naboth's Vine- 
yard," and, to defend it from the in- 
vaders, fought them, one might say, 


brick by brick. 
There are no Naboth's Vineyards 
left now. There are houses and 


shops, but the town note is over all 
right along to Acton, which is as 
busy and crowded it was once 
dull and desolate. 

The green park-land around Acton,

where within the last ten years I

In Acton Vale you may still see 
from the top’of the tram green fields 
and trees, and long gardens breaking 
into flower, but the brick merchant 
is busy, the green spaces are 
already ma¥ked out for the builder, 
and new roads are being made іп 
every direction. 

A portion of Acton Park is now 
laid out in pretty pleasure gardens. 
The traveller will notice on the right- 
hand a spacious playground. for chil- 
dren, and, if he 1s so fortunate as to 
pass at the play hour, he will see a 
pretty sight, for the country air still 
finds its way from the green spaces 
near at hand, and gives the limbs of 


the children lissomness and their 
cheeks the hue ef health. 

High Street, Acton, no longer 
rambles and shambles. It. has 


assumed the modern go-ahead gait, 
and the Parade of handsome: shops, 
which is now a feature of all Lon- 
don's outlyinz suburbs, is here also. 

No-one who rides out of London on 
the top of tram or motor-bus can fail to 
notice how busy the builder is. For 
miles north and east and west and 
south one travels to the accompani- 
ment of hammer and axe and saw, 
and new ladders take the place of 
old trees far into the heart of what 
was once green England. 

Here is an old Georgian house 
still untouched. But it is built in 
among shops, where it looks as much 
out of place as would Sir Roger de 
Coverlev at a great White Sale. It 
is difficult to realise that “ Acton 
Wells". were once fashionable, and 
that Londoners resorted here during 
the summer. months іо drink the

Ealing has now

old English comfort and well-to-do- 
ness that still marks the neigh- 
bourhood, we run down the hill 
through Ealing. Dean into Hanwell, 


its ‘busy shop- 


which still retains a' good many 
characteristics of the English vil 
lage. 


It was a villagewhen I knew it first. 
and when I was a boy at Hanwell 
College—now, alas! swept away, and 
its far-stretchimg playgroünds built 
over—we used^*'to- go into the vil- 
lage" to’ spend. our pocket-money. 
jut Hanwell is “village” still, 
Around it lie romantic spots rarely | 


explored by the Londoner, but full 
of pastoral beauty. Through Han- 
well the car. glides rapidly, апа 


presently, passing the Railway Via- 
duct on the right, we come to the 
famous Hanwell “Lunatic Asylum оп” 
the left. After this the open coun- 
try lies before us, a green plain 
stretches far away, and across the 
fields runs a footpath that will take 
us by rural ways to Greenford. 

There is no more town, note now. 
Southall is as quaint and as peace- 
ful as it was twenty years ago. Here 
is the old English inn, the Red Lion; 
here at the eorner of a country 
road is the blacksmith's forge. We 
pass over the bridge that crosses the 
Grand Junction Canal, and the farm 
lands of Hayes open up before us, 
dotted with pleasant farmyards and 
old-fashioned country. villas. . The 
scenery around us noW js as flat as 
Holland; we are in the heart of an 
igricultural district, and as yet there 
is no sign of that swallower-up of the 
green earth—the builder. Here are 
old wooden’ cottages, little houses 
with sloping red-tiled roofs, blossom- 
ing orchards and leafy glades. 

On past the village pond, where 
a road turns down to Harrington, 
where the cherry orchards are, and 
so by pleasant wooded Hillingdon, 
with its pretty Kate Greenaway 
houses to the old church with its 
ivied tower, down a steep hill past 
| the Eight Bells Tavern, and we have 
arrived in the ancient market-town 
ot Uxbridge. 

The last portion of the tram route 
has been delightfully picturesque 
and rural. In Hayes village until quite 
a recent date the Mummers still made 


merry at Christmas time after the 
ancient manner. 
At Uxbridge there is a famous 


hostelry where, at whatever time you 
arrive, you will heve a hearty wel- 
come and fare well. The Chequers 
is a real old English hostel of the 
vanished coaching days. After you 
have spent: a pleasant half-hour at 
the Chequers, where there is an ex 

celient cook, you may stroll through 
the town to the quaint old market 

piace, and then go on to the famous 
old Treaty House, where, in 1654, | 
the Commissioners of Charles I. and 


of the Parliament met to negotiate 
a treaty of peace. It is an ancient 
building, dating from 1575 The 
great room in which the Commis 
sioners met, with its old black oak 
panelling, is still to be seen. 

Just over the canal there is а 


lovely old English inn, with a Dutch 
garden in frent of it lapped by the 
rippling water. Тһе picturesquels 
situated little house, with its quaint 
windows, its big tree and outdoor 
seats, and the swans gliding to and 
tro on the water in front of it, 
makes a charming picture, and few 
traveilers cross the old bridge with 
out leaning over and, testing awhile 
(с contemplate it. 

If you want a delightfal walk go 
on along the main road until. you 
come to a sign-post on the right. 
Turn down this road, and a pleasant 
stroll of half an hour will bring you 
to Denham. And’ when you are in 
Denham village you will be back in 
the “ England that was" when the

Treaty House. 
When you stand in the broad vil- 


lage street and look around you at 
the quaint old-world houses that 
have braved, the centuries’, un: 
changed, you will sca&cely Бе- 
lieve that you are. within. half an 


hour's journey of the roar and riot 
of pushing, bustling, up-to-date Lon- 
don. 

For here is a village that has per 


haps no equal for old-world charm 
in all England. There is not a 
jarring modern note within . its 
bounds. Even the post otlice is а 


picturesque little house that is over 
four hundred years oid. Неге are 
the old Spanish-gabled houses of the 
Tudors. Here are the cottages that 
saw England under Cromwell, and 
in their porches, where are the 
steps ‘‘worn by centuries of feet," 
the villagers stood to listen to the 
bells that rang for the Restoration 
and the coming of the Merry Mon 
arch to his own. 

Here are the old 
speare drew and. that Shakespeare 
knew, Here in front of the old 
White Swan, which adjoins a num 
ber of old-world “houses, a great 
wistaria-tree has spread its gnarled 
branches in every direction, апа the 
bunches of soft-hued bloom Пе 
igainst the time-worn. faded, red 
brick front in a tender blend of 
cclour that is a joy to the eye.
